The French naval ministry said 
the French destroyer Vauquelin re­ 
ported the tanker Nantucket Chief 
was steaming toward Palma, on in­ 
surgent Mallorca, Tuesday. 
The Vanquelin sighted the tanker, 
formerly named the Gulflight, and 
the insurgent gunboats in the Medi­ 
terranean, 50 miles north of the 
Balearic 
islands, 
which 
include 
Mallorca. 
The 
Vauqueliu's message 
con­ 
firmed that the Nantucket Chief 
was flying the American flag and 
declared 
she 
had 
an 
American 
crew. 
Oil Cargo Believed Carried 
The Nantucket Chief 
was re­ 
ported reliably to have been carry­ 
ing a cargo or oil from Tuapse, 
Russian Black Sea port, to Barce­ 
lona. government Spain. 
Both the French navy ministry 
and the American embassy said it 
was not determined whether the 
ship wrag seized within Spanish ter­ 
ritorial waters. 
A navy ministry spokesman said 
the

were “investigating” 
and the United States uaval at­ 
tache’s office said it. was seeking 
details and that Washington had 
been informed.

crashed in royal salute to tell joy­ 
ous Egyptians their king was wed. 
Moslem Contract Signed 
Farida's father and the bride­ 
groom signed the moslem contract 
which made her the wife of the 
17-year-old ruler of Egypt’s 16.000,- 
000 people. 
The bride slipped away unex­ 
pectedly from hei H< liopolis villa 
and with her mother drove to the 
palat e in a closed car. 
Wild cheering and the clamor of 
hells and guns greeted ner. Queen 
Mother Nazli and the king's four 
younger sisters watched with the 
bride and her mother. 
The 
crashing guns unleashed 
three days of celebrations through 
out the land of the sphinx. Shaggy 
Bedouin horsemen, who slept ail 
night in the streets after converg­ 
ing on the city from ihe desert, 
plunged madly ..bout, firing their 
rifles into the skies. 
Honeymoon In Country 
Atter a week-end of wedding re­ 
ceptions and teas, the brid'0 will 
retire from the public eye—her 
$25,000 trousseau for Farouk alone 
to see. They will go on Sunday to 
the kings country estate. Indians. 
IO miles northeast of 
Cairo,

their honeymoon 
The marriage ceremony lasted 
but lo minutes. 
The assemblage first recited a 
short prayer, invoking divine bless­ 
ing on the marriage. 
Then the bridegroom king ex­ 
tended his right hand, with upright 
thumb, to Farida's father, Youssef

Pasha 
Thev 
pressed 
thumbs. 
The officiating sheikh covered 
the handclasp with a silk cloth, 
asked Farouk whether he accepted 
the bride and the father whether 
Farida accepted Farouk 
Both assented and the bride's 
father said: 
"I betroth to your majesty my 
daughter. Farida." 
The king replied “I accept her 
betrothal to myself from thee, and 
take her under my care and bind 
myself to offer her my protection 
and ye who are present, bear wit­ 
ness." 
The 
king 
repeated 
the 
vow 
thrice, after which the contract 
was signed by the king, the bride’s 
lather. Sheikh El Maraghy, 
the 
grand chamberlain and the chief of 
the royal cabinet. The latter two 
acted as witnesses 
The contract was like that of any 
Egyptian marriage, except that it 
did not mention a dowry, which

Police will take nam^s and li­ 
cense numbers of violators in the 
next few days, Mr. Hall said, and 
issue “courtesy warnings” to driv­ 
ers. “Second offenders can expect 
to pay fines without exception.”

Virtually Limited Parking 
Virtually all downtown streets 
have limited parking hours during 
the day; section 21-Badds: “No ve­ 
hicle shall park or be permitted to 
remain on any main thoroughfare 
in this city longer than 12 hours." 
Other ordinances forbid 
parking 
within 50 
feet 
of 
intersections 
where street car tracks intersect. 
Section 21-A specifies: “Except 
as otherwise provided in this sub­ 
division. 
further 
restrictions be­ 
tween 6 p. rn. and l l p. rn., no ve­ 
hicle shall park or stop at the 
curb except while actually receiv­ 
ing or discharging passengers on 
streets which comprise the bound­ 
aries of the Diamond."

He said today he w ill be a Demo­ 
cratic candidate for nomination at 
the August primaries. 
Meanwhile. Lloyd C. Kirk, coun­ 
ty engineer for 15 years who won 
his ouster ease, awaited only the 
formality of court procedure to re­ 
turn to the job he relinquished Jam 
I, 1937 after Wheatley was certi­ 
fied as winner of the election. 
The decision reinstates Kirk until 
a successor is elected in November. 
Wheatley will bo unapposcd in the 
Democratic primaries. 
The supreme court 
Wednesday 
upheld 
action 
of 
the 
appellate 
court in ousting Wheatley aud giv­ 
ing the post to Kirk. Lisbon Repub­ 
lican. Wheatley, resident of Saline­ 
ville, won the election from Kirk 
by a majority of 3.731 votes. 
Engineer’* License Issued 
Kirk 
filed 
Bait 
shortly 
after 
Wheatley took office, alleging hiB 
successor lacked a state engineer’s 
license at the time of the election 
and could not legally assume the 
post. 
The supreme court upheld this 
contention, affirming a similar rul­ 
ing of the lower court, 
Rumors that county commission­ 
ers would declare the office vacant 
then reappoint Wheatley vanished 
upon perusal of the high tribunal's 
opinion which specifically orders 
the office returned to Kirk. 
Attorneys W. B. Moore and IL 
L McCarthy, counsel for Kirk, tele 
graphed the Columbus court yes* 
terday for the opinion, following 
that up by telephoning Seba Miller, 
clerk of the supremo court. 
The clerk said the journal entry 
bad already been ordered by the 
judges and that the ruling will be 
returned in seven days to the ap­ 
pellate court for execution. 
It will be effective then unless 
Wheatley In the meantime files a 
petition for a rehearing, consider­ 
ed unlikely, when Kirk can offici­ 
ally take over the office. 
Ends Long Legal Fight 
The supreme court's action mark­ 
ed the end to a long legal battle 
over the office. 
Attorneys Louts 
Tobin, who 
is 
assistant county 
prosecutor, 
and 
W. 
O. 
Wal­ 
lace, representing Wheatley, await­ 
ed a copy of the ruling before dis­ 
cussing further action. 
The court further said the orig­ 
inal suit was not prematurely filed, 
as Wheatley’s attorneys contended. 
Kirk lost bis first skirmish when 
Judge W. F. Lones in common 
pleas court here held Kirk was not 
entitled to the office. 
He appealed

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20—president Roosevelt completed the first 
year of his second term today, facing new problems born of a busi­ 
ness recession, but clothed by tho Supreme Court with new powers 
to meet them. 
Historians may remember the year for two reasons: 
1. 
The industrial decline that4*----- --------- 
marked its final month. 
2. 
The momentous Judicial de­ 
velopments in which the President 
suffered his most severe legisla­ 
tive 
defeat, 
bul 
ultimately 
tri­ 
umphed in his demand for broader 
Supreme Court interpretation of 
the Constitution. 
Partly because of the bitterness 
engendered by his eourt reorgani­ 
zation bill, congress moved away 
Rom the President during the year 
almost as decisively as the Su­ 
preme Court moved toward him. 
Business Scans Altered 
The change in the business sit­ 
uation was equally marked. A year 
ago. when industry was booming. 
Mr. Roosevelt said In his inaugu­ 
ral spp"« h. “Our progress out of 
the depression is obvious.” 
A balanced budget for this fiscal 
year was indicated. 
Now the President Is busy con­ 
ferring with industrial leaders on 
ways of stopping the recession. 
He and congress are struggling to 
hold the year’s federal deficit as 
close as possible to a billion dol­ 
lars. 


Mr. Roosevelt took his second 
oath a year ago today in a down­ 
pour of rain. 
But his political 
prospects were bright. 
The only 
visible obstacle to 
his 
program 
was the possibility of unfavorable 
Supreme Court decisions. 
Two weeks later Mr. Roosevelt 
suddenly undertook to get around 
that obstacle. 
He asked congress 
to enlarge the eourt provided those 
members over 70 years of age did 
not retire.* A* nation-wide contro­ 
versy followed. 
The next few months brought 
two developments which vitally af­ 
fected 
the 
congressional 
battle 
over the court bill. 
Some of those 
who led the President’s fight have 
blamed these happenings for de­ 
feat. 
Sitdown Strikes Proved Harmful 
One was the spread of sitdown 
strikes in the automobile industry. 
Many members of congress were 
aroused because the President did 
not intervene.

the Japanese censorship. 
Rehind

censorship

1 basic fact that Shanghai today is 
as Sarajevo was in 1914. with the 
peace of the world virtually de­ 
pendent upon the will of irrespon­ 
sible youths. 
In a sense our fate is in the 
hands of a comparatively 
small 
group 
of 
Asiatic 
youngsters 
ca­ 
pable 
of 
violence 
which 
would 
place before w estern nations tho 
alternative of national humiliation 
or war. 
Wish To Involve Ll. S. 
One group is Japanese and the 
other Chinese. Both, for different 
reasons, 
wish 
to 
bring 
England 
and America into their own con­ 
flict. 
The Chinese are as dangerous 
for us at this moment as the J a ­ 
panese. They are "do or die1' boys 
who. disguised 
in 
plain 
clothes, 
have bidden in the International 
Settlement and the French Con­ 
cession, planning assassination of 
Japanese officials.

French troops, the possibilities of 
armed conflict and subsequent war 
would be Immensely advantageous 
to the Chinese. 
How many of these young Chi­ 
nese terrorists now are in the Set­ 
tlement and Concession is impos­ 
sible to estimate. Gen. I wane Mat- 
sui, 
the 
Japanese 
commander, 
counted upon them for a long time 
after he conquered Shanghai. In 
his famous interview threatening 
to take over the International Set­ 
tlement. .Matsui complained to us: 
"You know yourselves there are 
Important numbers of Chinese* sol­ 
diers in civilian clothes 
waiting 
in the Settlement to commit acts 
of terror.” 
Since that time a series of bomb­ 
ing attacks by Chinese upon Ja ­ 
panese has been recorded, although 
none has struck a big enough mark 
Occupancy Predicted 
Suppose, however, that tomorrow 
Japanese Military Attache Harada 
wore assassinated in the streets j 
of 
the 
International 
S ettlem ent! 
The consequences almost inevitably 
would be the military occupation' 
of the Settlement, which 
Matsui 
clearly threatened. 
On the Japanese side an e q u a l l y 
violent and irresponsible group of 
youngsters exists, mostly on the 
borders of the foreign areas but 
sometimes 
strolling 
through 
on 
"sightseeing tours.” These arc sol­ 
diers of Matsui. 
When they think internationally 
at all, the Chinese are actuated by 
respect for England, America aud 
France—for they 
want 
our help 
against Japan. 
The Japanese, on th*- other hand, 
are actuated by a profound con­ 
tem pt for all white people, especi­ 
ally Britons and Americans—such 
deep contem pt that our national 
pride hardly permits us to under­ 
stand it. 
They regard us, indeed, as whites 
in the "good old bad old days” in: 
the F ar East used to regard the- j 
yellow races as a whole as coolies. 
Japanese generals like 
Matsui.' 
Arake. 
Abe and Itagake all are 
convinced 
pan-Asiatics 
and 
may 
dream of riding down Piccadilly in 
a ' rickshaw drawn by Eton boys. 
But while even they realize such 
a dream to be a trifle fantastic, the 
ordinary 
Japanese 
soldier 
would 
not consider It fantastic at all. 
He may not have heard of Picca­ 
dilly or of 
Eton, but 
today 
he 
scarcely would consider it out of 
order to see Britons or Americans 
pulling Japanese officers in rick­ 
shaw s down the Shanghai Bund. 
So. during tho fighting around 
Shanghai, young soldiers aud offi­ 
cers blithely shot up the British 
ambassador, machine-gunned 
Brit­ 
ish diplomatic convoys, killed Brit­ 
ish soldiers, and later sank 
the 
United 
States 
gunboat 
Pauay. 
Every tim e Tokio apologized the 
soldiers in th* field shrugged, and 
spat, and 
declared among 
them ­ 
selves: 
“All right. We ll give Tokio some­ 
thing to apologiz ■ for. Just w ait!” 
So. now these fiery young J a ­ 
panese go about looking for trou­ 
ble. Booting a British policeman is 
their idea of sport. They tried it 
the other day on a Russian volun­ 
teer. 
Suddenly the Japanese and the 
Shanghai volunteer corps in arm or­ 


ed cars lined up with m achine­ 
guns 
leveled. 
Suppose 
a 
finger 
twiddled too hard on one of their 
triggers. 
There couldu’t be any question 
of the local outcom e if such an 
incident 
should 
develop 
into

small pitched battle. The Japanese 
certainly w’ould march. 
They have at least 5U.000 men 
with

artillery, 
tanks and so on. The powers have

2.500 American Marines. 2,500 Brl 
tons, 2.000 French. 700 m em bers of 
the Shanghai volunteer corps, and 
700 Italians.

The powers have no artillery, no 
real tanks and only a few armored 
oars. The Americans alone have a

Defense Tim e Asked 
I asked several high m ilitary offi­ 
cials of various nationalities: 
"How Ione could the Settlement 
and Concession defend themselves

The invariable ausw er was: 
"Not at all. Maybe 24 hours if 
we wanted to commit suicide.” 
Basically the Japanese intend to 
have Shanghai completely and ab­

Moderate 
elements 
am ong the 
Japanese believe they should and 
can take possession by force of 
course, hut with force applied grad­ 
ually without an outbreak. 
Against this application of grad­ 
ual force the powers have given

resist up lo— but probably only up 
to— the point of conflict. 
Gen. Matsui has threatened to 
take the Settlement. The general 
so far has carried out every threat 
he has made, none of which were

Take, for Instance, the hoodlum who kidnaped and 
murdered Charles £. Ross last tall, according to 
•barges made by th* federal bureau of investigation, 
which picked him up on the west coast. 


Two or three days after the $50,000 ranrom bad 
been paid. this fellow stupidly killed his victim and 
at the same time m urdered bis own accomplice, to 
keep from dividing the money. 


Stupidly? Yes, because kidnaping binges on the 
payment of money to get the victim back alive. That 
happens to be the weak spot in every ransom plot. 
Kidnapers never have found a way to release their 
victim s safely. It’s easier to kill them. 
But In the end it will kill their racket, because 
why should anyone pay ransom when It’* probable 
t b t gxtortlonlsta don’t Intend to go through with 
their part of the deal anyway?

H e’s tb s "high pressure salesman." and it is he, and 
not the big business or little business men or the 
politicians, who has brought on the depression and 
caused so much unemployment. 
Back in 1929. there was high pressure aclinic hut 
it waa supposed to have been confined largely to 
the m arketing of securities. Now, it seems, the high 
pressure salesman bas sold automobiles in too great 
a quantity. One shudders to think w hat would have 
happened to the m anagers of the automobile com­ 
panies if, a year or so ago, they had said to the 
public, "you’ve got all the automobiles you need, 
and we will not sell you any more. W e will now lay 
off our workers." 
Then there would have been erie* of "conspiracy'* 
to bring on a depresalon. Indeed, It so happens th at 
Uncle Sam started the high pressure selling himself, 
in the form of a soldiers’ bonus, which did more 
than any other single thing to force automobile pro­ 
duction achedules upward to record heights in 1936 
and the early part of 1937. If th© automobile dealer* 
had not won some of those soldier bonus dollars for 
automobiles, the money, of course, would have gone 
Into other things. U nder a "planned economy." even 
the m anner of expending a soldier bonus doubtless 
would have to be controlled. 
A t a m atter of fact, the soldier bonus money has 
come back to the federal treasury In no small part 
through taxation. Thus, the other day, there was 
published the list of individuals in the automobile 
Industry who received In excess of $15,000 and there 
were many executives who received sums way to 
excess of that amount. This wasn't in the form of 
salary, because moBt companies have plans whereby 
commissions or bonuses are paid to management if 
the sales increase 


O O N L 'SE S are counted as salaries for tax purposes. 
however, and government, meaning both federal 
and state, received som ewhere between 75 and 85 
percent of the huge am ounts credited to the business 
executives in the published list. 
Again, one shudders to think what would happen to 
the tax receipts if somo of the big companies # e re 
today to reduce salaries or cut down bonuses. It 
would mean that rho treasury of the United States 
would lose some substantial amounts of revenue. Tt 
is to the intel est of the government, therefore to 
see that bigger and better sa la ries are paid. Most 
citizens probably would not relish un SO percent to 
20 percent partnership divisions ot earnings with 
government, the sm aller end going to the citizen, 
but 
that s 
the 
custom 
nowadays In 
the higher 
brackets of income. 
Many a talented executive, no doubt, feels that he 
needs, let us say. $50,000 for himself and family, for 
insurance, for charities, or for all the many other 
things that men of moans are counted on to support 
in their local communities. To have a $50,000 net 
salary, it becomes necessary for th© company in 
question to pay somewhere between $100,000 and 
$150,000 in salaries or bonuses because so much of 
what is paid to the executive goes in taxation. Big 
salaries and bonuses a re being paid in businesses 
where competition is keen and soiling skill is an im­ 
portant factor. 
To say, for instance, that m e auto industry should 
not have 6uld as m any (a rs in a given year as it 
did is but another way of claiming that demand and 
selling skill should be or can be controlled. It wasn't 
controlled in 1936 when the soldier bonus was dis­ 
tributed. It will not be controlled in other years for 
other reasons not now foreseen 
The administration will never m ake much prog­ 
ress on its “planned production” scheme by trying 
to regulate the term s of sale or the salesm an s 
commissions, These should be as high as possible 
to encourage incentive, lf the American people are 
unable to refrain from buying something they can ­ 
not afford, it they would prefer an automobile to a 
life insurance poliey, or fanry wearing apparel to 
anything else, surely no system short of a regim ent­ 
ed commonwealth can control rn- limit human de­ 
sires. 


i t ’HAT President Roosevelt is aiming at is regular- 
' * 
used production He is tackling all phases, doubt­ 
less on the theory that Industrie* them selves will 
find some plan for adjustm ent and b etter balance. 
For the moment, however, the administration is in­ 
terested in regularizing production largely to bring 
about a higher annual income to workers. 
Production, on the other hand is impeded when­ 
ever any factor is introduced such as high taxation, 
higher than necessary labor costs, or undue in­ 
creases in the cost of raw materials. 
The administration is studying plans to keep dow n 
the prices of raw m aterials like steel, which, of 
course, is a big ingredient of automobile costs. To 
accomplish an equilibrium, it is the belief of some 
government advisers that 
a ceiling or maximum 
must be put on raw m aterial prices. If control is to 
come, it wilt have much more widespread effects in 
getting production lined up evenly than would anc 
plan to fix the term s of selling. The making of easy 
term s is an incentive to marketing certain types of 
products. Also the government itself 
bas believed 
so much in the theory of installment selling, foi 
instance, that it has adopted a plan for housing 
which involves IO to 20 years for repaym ents aud 
allows an individual to buy and build a bouse with 
aa little as IO percent dowu payment.

. PA RKER GILBERT, once a “bright young m an" 
in Washington, later and currently of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., sums up the importance of go’ e m ­ 
inent credit like this: 
’T h * national credit, if it is to be kept good for 
tbs time when the country moat needs it. m ust not 
be abused. It is the moat precious of all national re­ 
sources. and the best protection against national 
emergencies. But it is sensitive aud can be impaired 
if, for example, it appears that expenditures are get­ 
ting out of control or are being made on a scale or 
Cor purposes which shock the public conscience. Con­ 
stant vigilance must, therefore, be m aintained to 
m ake sure that expenditures are brought back w ith­ 
in the available revenue* at the earliest possible mo­ 
m ent after the emergency has passed. 
“This was done after the Great war when expen­ 
ditures were brought down from nearly 7 billion 
dollar* in the fiscal year 1919-1920 (which to the 
treasury represented the first full year after the 
peak of w ar expenditures) to about 4 billion dollars 
(including statutory debt retirem ents) in the fiscal 
year 1921-1922.

Doctor Claims Avoidance Of 


Outdoor Activity During 


Cold Months Unwise

A 
LL ARE agreed that. In one 
form or another, exercise 
is 
a benefit to the human body. Dur­ 
ing th# luoim er months It la custo­ 
mary for most of us to Indulge in 
daily exercise. It Is a pity to ne­ 
glect this needed tonic during the 
winter months. 
To be so neglectful is a bad habit 
which too many of u t living in cold 
climates have acquired. During the 
winter the fireside tempts us. and 
weather conditions 
may 
be 
far 
from ideal for exercise. The seden­ 
tary habit# of winter sometimes 
lead to physical stagnation, with 
lowering of the general resistance. 
lf most of us kept up with a cer­ 
tain amount of exercise during the 
winter months, it is probable that 
better health would result. Colds, 
coughs aad upper respiratory Infec­ 
tions, so prevalent at this time of 
the year, would be less frequent. 
Many of the health pitfalls of win­ 
ter would be avoided. 
Excessive exercise is not good 
and should not be practiced at any 
time of year. But I desire to press 
the point that It Is unwise to slump 
into sedentary existence merely be 
cause the tem perature bas dropped 
and it is mon- comfortable to stay 
at borne. 
Use Gymnasium 
For those who are physically fit 
and in good health, but unwilling 
to exercise out-of-doors, I strongly 
recommend the use of the gymna­ 
sium- Even if you are below par 
in 
the 
beginning, 
you 
will 
be 
amazed at the improvement Id your 
general health and well being if you 
periodically resort to this method 
of getting exercise. Of course, It Is 
Important to avoid strenuous forms 
of physical exertion unless or un­ 
til! you are accustomed to it. 
Bear in mind that any exercise 
that leaves you in a weakened 
and fatigued condition is harmful. 
No benefit can possibly be derived 
from such performances. Indeed, 
for certain individuals, it may be 
positively dangerous. 
As I have said many times, walk­ 
ing is a form of exercise within 
the reach of everyone and bene­ 
ficial for the young and the aged. 
It n#ed not lead to undue fatigue 
or produce dangerous bodily strain. 
Even in cold weather it la benefi­ 
cial and 
should 
be indulged In 
•very day W henever possible, walk 
lnstaad of riding.

The last recorded encounter ac­ 
cording to the commission occur­ 
red in Michael Kutzner’s 
tavern

vate home. 
It was during the War of 1S12. 
Two gallants. Gen. Hugh Brady and 
Capt. Daniel Levy, met after a’ bat­ 
talion parade to drink each other’s 
health. 
A dispute arose over the cups. 
Shining steel flashed over the ta­ 
ble and the "affair of honor” was 
on. Levy, finding himself at a dis­ 
advantage, cut his way to the mid- 
ble and the “affair of honor” was

his 
opponent’s shoulder 
and clipped the 
"pigtail" of his

cal blow. 
Friends confined the two to sep­ 
arate corners of the room behind 
a barricade of tables.

VESSELENDS 14-YEAR 
SERVICE IN FAR HORTH 


U.S. Bureau Ship Concludes 


Alaskan Survey Tour 


By T he United Pre**. 
SEATTLE — The rakish motor­ 
ship Boxer of the U. S. bureau 
of Indian affairs returned to Se­ 
attle recently after au 11,000-mile 
cruise 
through 
Alaskan 
waters, 
during which she stopped at count­ 
less native villages and govern­ 
ment schools dotting the coast. 
The scarred 
little vessel 
ven­ 
tured as far north as Hooper’s bay 
in the Bering sea and Atka in the 
Aleutian islands. The ship origi­ 
nally served Point Barrow, north­ 
ernmost 
settlement 
u n d e r 
the 
American flag, before the motor­ 
ship North Star was christened in 
1932. 
Eskimo hunters aboard the Box­ 
er killed one of the largest polar 
bears ever seen in Alaska on one 
of the Arctic cruises. The bear, 
weighing 1,900 pounds measured 
ll feet. It was killed 25 miles off 
Wainwright on the Arctic coast. 
Meat from the carcass provided 
natives of Wainwright with food 
for several days. The giant auimal 
was found on an iceberg two miJei 
square. 
Since the North Star was com­ 


missioned 
and 
assigned 
to 
tbs 
Point Barrow run. the Boxer has 
been serving the small 
villages 
along the Bering sea and the more 
southern districts of Alaska. 
In 1932 the Boxer brought back 
a gallon jar with water dipped 
from the sea off Point Barrow. The 
water was used in the christening 
of the North Star. 
The ship’s log is crammed with 
entries made during 14 years of 
Alaska service. Detailed and color­ 
ful, the entries tell of terrific bat­ 
tles with stormy seas, erupting 
volcanoes, and desperate struggle* 
for life in the frozen north. 
The Boxer is owned by the navy. 
She was built in 1905 in Ports­ 
mouth as a brigantine for service 
as a small naval training ship. She 
was assigned to the department of 
interior in 1923 and came to Se­ 
attle the same year.
